The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  early  in  March  and 
re-elected  Donn  B.  Griffin  as  Chairman.  Haden  G.  Green- 
halgh  was  re-elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Clerk  of  all  Boards.

This  year  a  new  policy  has  been  instituted  relative  to 
laying  out  private  ways  as  town  roads.

1.  No  more  than  fifteen  (15)  requests  or  road  layouts 
for  any  one  (1)  calendar  year. 

2.  No  layout  request  be  accepted  after  February  1  for 
preparation  of  layouts  for  that  same  year. 

3.  Requests  for  road  layouts  shall  be  made  by  the 
majority  of  the  property  owners  abutting  the  road  in 
question. 

Mr.  Francis  Burling  resigned  as  Veterans’  Agent.  He 
served  the  Town  faithfully  for  many  years  and  we  wish  him 
well  in  his  retirement. 

We  have  continued  to  participate  in  the  Adult  Education 
Program  entitled  “Know  Your  Town”  held  on  Thursday 
evenings  at  the  Harwich  High  School. 

Immediate  attention  should  be  given  to  Brooks  Acad¬ 
emy  and  the  Town  Office  Building.  Consequently  we  have 
sponsored  articles  for  work  on  both  of  these  buildings.

The  year  1974  marked  the  first  year  of  Town  operation 
under  the  new  fiscal  year  which  meant  that  department 
heads  were  planning  in  November  and  December  of  1973  for 
funds  which  could  not  be  used  until  the  year  commencing 
the  following  July,  1974.

1974  was  also  noteworthy  in  that  Julianna  Peterson  was 
appointed  to  the  Committee  by  the  Moderator.  Mrs.  Peter¬ 
son  is  the  first  woman  in  the  history  of  the  Harwich  Finance 
Committee  to  serve.  The  Committee  welcomes  her  member¬ 
ship  and  has  already  benefited  from  her  thoughtful  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  matters  before  us.  While  Calvin  B.  Eldredge 
had  indicated  that  he  would  be  unable  to  continue  as  a 
member  prior  to  Town  Meeting,  the  resignations  for  per¬ 
sonal  reasons  from  G.  Norman  Ostby  and  from  Harold  S. 
Halliday  were  also  received  and  accepted  with  regret.  All 
three  of  these  gentlemen  have  served  the  Town  of  Harwich 
with  distinction  as  members  of  the  Committee  and  the 
Town  owes  them  its  deep  appreciation  for  their  time  and 
effort  in  its  behalf.

In  the  year  of  1974  the  Board  of  Health  performed  its 
duties  of  providing  Health  Services  for  the  residents  of  Har¬ 
wich.  Our  very  capable  Town  Nurses,  Mrs.  Mary  Scanned 
and  Mrs.  Katherine  Kelly  brought  home  nursing  care  for 
those  requiring  house  calls  and  ambulatory  patients  at  the 
Albro  House  and  also  at  our  newly  established  nurses  offices 
at  Brooks  Academy.  The  latter  facility  fulfills  a  long  hoped 
for  expansion  into  larger  quarters  for  a  growing  department. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  Advisory  Board  for 
their  patience  during  the  difficult  transition. 

Our  Superintendent  at  the  Disposal  Area  worked  very 
hard  under  trying  circumstances  to  keep  our  loader  running, 
and  in  spite  of  his  efforts  it  appears  we  will  have  to  replace 
this  machine  in  1975. 

Water  quality  monitoring  continues  to  be  one  of  our  top 
priorities  and  once  again  we  are  pleased  to  record  that  the 
results  are  stable. 

Subdivision  plans  submitted  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
Board  of  Health  approval  were  handled  in  the  usual  manner, 
but  the  Board  noted  a  sizeable  drop  in  the  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  in  the  last  half  of  the  year.

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Report  of  the 

Barnstable  County  Health  Department 


The  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  provide  services  in  the  areas  of  environmental 
health,  dental  health,  medical  social  work,  nursing  consul¬ 
tation  and  supervision,  and  control  of  communicable  diseases. 
The  staff  of  eight  professional  consultants,  three  laboratory 
and  clerical  workers,  and  one  summer  inspector  is  augment¬ 
ed  by  five  staff  working  with  the  Handicapped  Children’s 
Clinic  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Division  of  Family  Health,  and  by  one  worker  from  the  Di¬ 
vision  of  Communicable  Diseases — Venereal  Diseases. 

We  believe  that  local  services  should  be  strengthened 
and  supplemented,  hence  priority  is  given  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  better  health  delivery  patterns,  to  the  orientation  of 
new  town,  school,  and  agency  workers  in  the  field  of  human 
services,  and  to  some  evaluation  of  proposed  health  services. 
Department  staff  are  working  cooperatively  with  Compre¬ 
hensive  Health  Planning,  and  with  many  state  agencies  and 
local  health  organizations. 

We  also  feel  that  the  provision  of  in-service  education, 
and  undergraduate  and  graduate  educational  experiences, 
contribute  to  better  health  services.  In  order  to  broaden 
the  understanding  of  public  health  practice  and  of  the 
scope,  power  and  responsibility  of  a  health  department,  we 
have  had  students  as  follows;  a  senior  student  of  Public 
Health  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  as  a  summer 
sanitary  inspector;  three  senior  students  in  Physical  Ther¬ 
apy  from  Boston  University  who  worked  with  the  Handi¬ 
capped  Children’s  Services;  a  graduate  student  from  Boston 
University  in  nursing  administration;  two  students  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Medical  School;  and  from  the 
Upper  Cape  Cod  Vocational-Technical  School,  the  practical 
nursing  students  have  all  had  an  observation  experience;  a 
second  year  student  in  Hotel  Management  from  Cape  Cod 
Community  College.  In-service  programs  and  conferences 
are  held  monthly  for  the  nurses  working  in  Home  Health 
Agencies,  and  periodically  for  school  nurses  and  for  health 
agents.  The  Cape  Cod  Community  College  has  been  willing 
to  offer  a  one  semester  course  in  Public  Health  Law  which 
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attracted  a  small  group  of  health  workers.  Our  dental  hy¬ 
gienist  has  been  working  with  the  college  in  the  development 
of  the  clinical  experiences  for  the  new  program  for  Dental 
Hygienists,  and  was  on  an  advisory  committee  of  the  Lower 
Cape  Cod  Vocational  School. 

The  inspection,  consultation  and  recommendation  of  day 
care  centers  for  licensure  by  the  individual  towns  con¬ 
tinues  to  require  much  skill.  Increasingly  stringent  and 
necessary  regulations  affect  established  centers  as  well  as 
newer  ones.  There  are  now  49  licensed  centers,  five  of  these 
were  new  this  year. 

Once  a  year  each  of  the  nine  Home  Health  Agencies  is 
surveyed  for  re-certification,  in  order  to  provide  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  and  other  therapeutic  services  under  Medi¬ 
care.  The  nurse  directors  of  this  department  assist  in  the 
preparation  for  these  evaluations,  and  provide  supervision  by 
agreement  to  seven  of  these  agencies. 

The  schools  are  now  responsible  for  providing  evaluation 
and  education  for  children  from  3-21  years  for  those  with 
special  needs.  Because  of  our  contacts  with  many  children, 
families  and  households,  we  are  spending  a  great  deal  of  time 
working  with  parent  groups,  school  groups,  and  physicians, 
clinical  nurseries  and  day  care  centers,  in  coordinating  and 
approving  certain  plans. 

Continued  pressure  from  the  15  towns  will  require  us  to 
provide  more  laboratory  services  for  the  analysis  of  water 
samples  and  monitoring  of  shore  and  pond  areas.  We  must 
enlarge  the  laboratory  work  area  and  obtain  more  time¬ 
saving  equipment.  The  sanitarians  have  provided  more  an¬ 
alysis  of  paint  chips  for  lead  content,  and  they  have  parti¬ 
cipated  in  more  conferences. 

The  medical  social  worker  has  served  as  supervisor  and 
consultant  to  two  departments  of  social  service  and  one 
Home  Health  Agency.  She  has  been  instrumental  in  plan¬ 
ning  for  regular  meetings  of  the  medical  social  work  staff 
of  eight  hospitals  in  the  area,  and  has  established  contacts 
with  many  agencies  providing  funds  and  services  for  those 
with  developmental  disabilities. 

We  appreciate  suggestions  and  requests  for  different  or 
additional  services  and  plan  to  adapt  to  meet  needs  when 
possible.

They  may  borrow  the  engraving 
tools  and  they  are  given  the  decals  for  doors  and  windows, 
which  discourages  thieves  in  most  cases  as  they  know,  on 
seeing  these  decals  that  the  valuable  articles  in  the  house 
are  marked. 

My  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  excellent  cooper¬ 
ation  extended  to  the  Harwich  Police  Department  by  our 
Dog  Officer,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various  town  depart¬ 
ments,  members  of  the  Police  Department  and  citizens  of 
the  town.

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Report  of  the 

Police  &  Fire  Space  Needs  Committee 


The  primary  purpose  of  this  study  was  to  determine  any 
immediate  needs  and  to  project  solutions  and  establish  long 
term  goals. 

After  studying  needs  of  both  Police  and  Fire  Depart¬ 
ments,  it  was  decided  that  Fire  Department  requirements 
were  most  urgent  at  this  time. 

Upon  inspection  of  our  fire  station,  we  found  a  46  year 
old  building  which  can  be  best  described  as  a  piecemeal 
project.  As  additional  space  was  needed,  it  was  tacked  on 
with  little  regard  for  functional  design  or  structural  require¬ 
ments.  The  building  now  has  some  structural  flaws  and 
maintenance  cost  will  increase.  Present  day  equipment  has 
definitely  caused  this  facility  to  be  outdated.  Despite  its 
shortcomings  we  feel  that  this  building  can  serve  the  town 
for  a  while  longer,  because  we  found  a  much  more  demand¬ 
ing  problem. 

Statistics  were  gathered  as  to  the  number  of  Fire  and 
Rescue  runs  made  over  the  years  to  various  sections  of  the 
town.  Town  maps  were  examined  to  determine  the  most 
remote  areas  from  the  Bank  Street  Station.  Population  fig¬ 
ures  were  obtained  and  potential  growth  studies  made. 

After  all  data  was  analyzed  it  showed  East  Harwich  to 
have  the  most  rapid  growth,  demanding  more  and  more 
services.  The  most  noticeable  amount  of  demand  being  Fire 
and  Rescue,  with  rescue  runs  overwhelmingly  outnumbering 
fire  calls.  It  is  felt  because  of  the  ever  increasing  need  and 
the  fact  that  this  area  is  the  furthest  from  immediate  emer¬ 
gency  services,  that  a  fire  substation  at  the  intersection  of 
Routes  39  and  137,  would  provide  the  most  urgently  needed 
amount  of  upgraded  service  to  the  town.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  South  Harwich  and  Long  Pond  areas  will  gain 
substantially  from  a  station  in  this  location. 

In  our  efforts  to  find  a  fire  station  that  would  represent 
the  most  amount  of  value  for  our  tax  dollars,  we  invest!- 
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gated  various  forms  of  construction,  materials,  and  designs. 
The  end  results  produced  a  basic  plan  which  eliminated  all 
unnecessary  extras.  A  plan  which  maintains  just  the  right 
amount  of  eye  appeal  to  make  it  a  welcome  addition  to  the 
town.  A  plan  which  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  today 
and  promises  to  meet  tomorrows  needs  for  years  to  come. 

We  urge  all  voters  to  make  this  most  needed  priority  a 
reality  at  this  years  Town  Meeting. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  29  page  report  which  this  com¬ 
mittee  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  following 
recommendations  were  made. 

Priorities  as  condition  will  dictate: 

1.  Substation  in  East  Harwich 

2.  Rebuild  Headquarters  Bank  Street  Station 

3.  Substation  in  North  Harwich 

Eventually  we  should  see  the  establishment  of  3  fire 
zones  with  each  of  these  stations  acting  as  a  hub  of  its  own 
zone.  Each  hub  station  would  act  independently  within  its 
own  zone  or  jointly  if  needed  with  the  Bank  Street  Station. 
The  timetable  for  three  fire  zones  must  be  considered  a  goal 
for  the  distant  future.  A  goal  which  will  be  determined  by 
future  growth  patterns.

This  report  is  submitted  for  the  eighteen  month  period 
January  1,  1974,  to  June  30,  1975.  In  the  interest  of  economy, 
this  will  be  a  somewhat  abbreviated  report  from  those  filed 
by  me  in  the  past. 

Zoning  and  related  legal  questions  seemed  to  decline 
in  volume  during  the  period  of  this  report  probably  due  in 
part  to  a  dramatic  cut-back  in  the  construction  industry 
generally  forced  by  poor  economic  conditions.  Our  present 
Zoning  By-Law  is  under  continuing  study  by  my  office  and 
by  the  Planning  Board  as  well  as  other  interested  town  de¬ 
partments.  Various  changes  and  amendments  will  be  forth¬ 
coming  in  the  future  in  an  attempt  to  refine  and  improve 
the  protective  scheme  of  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

Several  court  actions  involving  the  town  were  com¬ 
menced  by  various  parties  during  the  period  of  this  report, 
and  two  such  cases  involving  the  Board  of  Appeals  are  at 
the  date  of  writing  still  pending. 

All  land  acquisitions  voted  to  date  at  various  Town 
Meetings  have  been  accomplished. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other 
departments,  agencies  and  department  heads  for  their  assist¬ 
ance  and  cooperation  over  the  past  year,  and  I  look  forward 
to  working  with  them  in  the  future.

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Report  of  the  Town  Moderator 


Traditionally,  the  Town  Moderator  files  no  annual  re¬ 
port.  The  various  appointments  and  actions  of  the  annual 
or  special  town  meetings  at  which  the  Moderator  presides 
are  documented  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

There  is  one  aspect  of  the  Moderator’s  role  that  justifies 
comment.  This  concerns  the  procedures  of  the  town  meeting. 
It  is  the  responsibility- of  the  Moderator  to  insure  that  such 
meetings  are  conducted  as  openly  and  impartially  as  possi¬ 
ble.  In  this  regard  it  is  most  important  that  voters  are 
periodically  reminded  of  meeting  procedure. 

I  am  using  the  vehicle  of  this  report  to  call  attention  to 
some  of  the  more  significant  procedural  items. 

a)  A  total  of  three  hundred  (300)  registered  voters  con¬ 
stitute  a  town  meeting  quorum.  Without  this  number  pres¬ 
ent  in  the  hall,  business  shall  not  be  conducted.  The  only 
motion  in  order  when  no  quorum  is  present  is  the  motion 
“to  adjourn”.  At  any  time  during  the  meeting  a  voter  may 
rise  and  challenge  the  existence  of  a  quorum. 

b)  Most  motions  for  town  meeting  consideration  and 
action  require  a  simple  majority  for  passage.  There  are  cer¬ 
tain  motions  that  require  “extra  ordinary  majorities”.  Some 
of  the  most  common  include: 

(1)  a  change  (addition,  deletion,  revision)  to  the  existing 
body  of  town  by-laws  (except  the  Personnel  By-Law) 
requires  a  2/3  (two-third)  majority  for  approval. 

(2)  to  reconsider  a  previous  vote  on  a  motion  requires  a 
%  (three-fourths)  majority  provided  the  motion  to 
reconsider  is  made  prior  to  the  next  adjournment  of 
the  meeting.  In  addition,  it  is  customary  that  the 
motion  to  reconsider  be  made  by  a  registered  voter  who 
voted  with  the  majority  during  initial  consideration 
of  the  motion. 

(3)  a  motion  to  consider  articles  in  an  order  other  than 
as  appears  in  the  warrant  requires  a  %  (three-fourths) 
vote  for  passage. 
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(4)  a  motion  to  pay  unpaid  bills  requires  a  4/5  (four- 
fifths)  vote  to  prevail  at  an  annual  town  meeting.  At 
a  special  town  meeting,  a  9/10  (nine-tenths)  majority 
is  required  for  payment  of  unpaid  bills. 

(5)  a  motion  to  “move  the  previous  question”,  which  has 
the  effect  of  terminating  debate  on  a  particular  item, 
requires  a  2/3  vote  for  passage. 

c)  Any  motion  calling  for  the  raising  of  monies  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  means  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  requires  town 
meeting  vote  by  secret  ballot. 

d)  All  motions  introduced  at  town  meeting  must  be  in 
writing. 

e)  A  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  will  be  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  moderator  to  speak  first  on  every  article  in  the 
warrant. 

f)  Persons  shall  refrain  from  speaking  more  than  twice 
on  any  question  on  the  floor  and  shall  limit  remarks  to  no 
longer  than  10  minutes  without  permission  of  the  meeting. 

g)  Only  registered  voters  shall  occupy  the  meeting 
“floor”. 

It  is  my  intention  to  make  the  procedures  which  govern 
the  town  meeting  as  open  and  understandable  as  possible. 
I  actively  solicit  suggestions  to  further  this  effort.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  1974  Town  Meeting  approved  the  three  Articles  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  voters  by  the  Personnel  Board:  1.  The  Classi¬ 
fication  and  Compensation  Plan  for  fiscal  year  1974-75  which 
generally  recommended  a  5%  increase  for  the  wages  of  those 
town  employee  positions  listed  on  the  Plan;  2.  Overtime  pay 
for  hours  worked  on  a  paid  holiday;  3.  A  Merit  Bonus  Plan 
which,  under  certain  conditions,  provides  a  5%  bonus  for 
an  employee  (under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Personnel  Board) 
who  has  worked  in  Step  6  for  not  less  than  five  years. 

The  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  1975  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the  period 
July  1,  1975  to  June  30,  1976  generally  recommends  a  10% 
increase  in  wages  (two  positions  have  been  recommended  for 
increases  of  up  to  16%).  The  Board  feels  that  this  increase 
is  justified  owing  to  current  economic  conditions  and  also 
due  to  the  fact  that,  with  only  a  few  exceptions,  wages  have 
been  maintained  at  an  increase  of  5%  a  year  over  the  past 

years.  The  Board  will  also  submit  an  Article  requesting 
that,  in  computing  overtime  pay,  a  holiday  not  worked  by 
an  hourly-rated  employee  be  considered  as  a  day  worked, 
providing  that  the  holiday  occurs  on  a  scheduled  work  day 
within  the  employee’s  normal  work  week. 

Your  members  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee  and  Department  Heads  for  their  cooper¬ 
ation  and  assistance  during  the  past  year.

With  the  above  in  mind,  your  Civil  Defense  Unit  was 
alerted  to  a  mock  hurricane  project  last  November  to  test 
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our  warning  and  alerting  systems.  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the 
volunteer  personnel,  including  the  Fire  Chief  and  the  High¬ 
way  Surveyor,  medical  personnel  and  others  who  helped  dur¬ 
ing  this  emergency  exercise. 

Being  prepared  can  make  all  the  difference  in  coping 
with  winter  storms,  especially  northeasters.  Here  is  some 
good  advice  to  help  you  beat  the  storms. 

Keep  posted  on  weather  conditions.  Don’t  get  caught 
outside  during  severe  storms. 

Be  prepared  for  isolation  at  home.  Keep  adequate  sup¬ 
plies  of  heating  fuel  on  hand.  If  you  use  a  fireplace,  close 
off  some  rooms. 

Stock  an  emergency  supply  of  food  and  water.  Food 
that  requires  no  cooking  or  refrigeration  in  case  of  power 
failure. 

Have  battery  powered  lights  and  radio.  Keep  on  hand 
simple  tools  and  equipment  needed  to  fight  fires.

During  the  past  year  the  Engineering  Department  has 
worked  closely  with  the  Planning  Board  in  an  effort  to  im¬ 
prove  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations.  These  rules 
and  regulations,  which  impose  more  stringent  design  require¬ 
ments  as  well  as  construction  materials  and  methods,  were 
approved  and  adopted  in  March  1974. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  delineating  revisions  to  a 
number  of  intersections.  These  revisions  will  improve  traffic 
movements  thereby  achieving  greater  safety.  It  is  hoped 
that  these  improvements  may  become  a  reality  during  the 
coming  year. 

As  the  result  of  the  last  Town  Meeting,  thirty  two  (32) 
roads  are  being  layed  out  for  town  acceptance.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  Queen  Anne  Road  from  Pleasant  Lake  Avenue  westerly, 
is  being  layed  out  as  a  sixty  (60)  foot  right-of-way. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Engineering  Department  has 
been  called  on  to  stake  out  roads  so  that  water  pipes  may  be 
installed  by  the  Water  Department  and  drainage  easements 
located  for  the  Highway  Department.

Parks  and  Recreation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1974  this  Commission  has  waged  a  con¬ 
tinuing  effort  to  properly  maintain  and  make  improvements 
to  the  properties  which  are  under  our  jurisdiction.  We  have 
recognized  the  need  for  making  the  most  economical  use  of 
our  budget.  The  need  for  economy  was  made  even  greater 
this  year  because  of  the  ever-increasing  cost  of  living  and 
the  energy  crisis. 

The  Recreation  Building  on  Sisson  Road  has  been  given 
a  new  roof,  new  fire  escape,  new  kitchen  cabinets  and  sink, 
and  a  new  planting  of  shrubs.  This  building  is  used  continu¬ 
ously  throughout  the  year.  Twenty-seven  different  organi¬ 
zations,  spanning  all  age  groups,  have  used  this  building  in 
1974. 

The  American  Legion  Building  has  been  completely 
renovated  and  the  first  floor  was  opened  up  in  October  for 
use  as  the  “Harwich  Community  Youth  Center”.  The  second 
floor  continues  as  a  meeting  hall  for  the  American  Legion. 

This  year  our  summer  recreational  program  has  bene¬ 
fited  from  increased  parental  involvement.  Parents  have 
participated  in  five  Commission  meetings  this  year  to  share 
their  views  and  help  solve  problems. 

Our  parks  and  memorial  squares  have  been  faithfully 
inspected  and  tended  by  Rufus  D.  Pina,  this  Commission’s 
maintenance  supervisor,  and  his  crew  of  workmen.  At  this 
time  the  Commission  maintains  nineteen  memorial  squares, 
six  baseball  fields.  Sand  Pond  Recreational  Area,  East  End  of 
Long  Pond,  Recreation  Building,  Legion  Building,  and  the 
grounds  of  Brooks  Academy,  Albro  House,  Town  Offices,  Po¬ 
lice  Station  and  Fire  Station. 

We  were  most  appreciative  of  receiving  the  services  of 
two  young  men  this  summer  under  a  federally-funded  pro¬ 
gram  sponsored  by  the  Federated  Eastern  Indian  League. 
With  Mr.  Pina’s  direction  the  youths  redecorated  the  second 
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floor  of  the  Recreation  Building  and  assisted  in  parks 
maintenance. 

We  look  forward  toward  another  year  in  which  all  our 
Townspeople  will  be  able  to  enjoy  to  the  utmost  the  Town’s 
recreational  facilities.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  1974  the  Harwich  Beach  Committee  continued  to 
work  towards  its  goal  of  improving  the  quality  and  safety 
of  the  existing  town  beaches.  A  third  lifeguard  was  added 
at  Red  River  Beach;  the  comfort  station  at  Long  Pond  was 
completed;  money  in  the  amount  of  $10,000.00  was  trans¬ 
ferred  from  available  funds  by  the  vote  of  the  special  town 
meeting  in  December  for  the  installation  of  a  comfort  sta¬ 
tion  at  Pleasant  Road  Beach. 

This  year  the  voters  will  be  asked  to  appropriate  money 
for  the  construction  of  another  comfort  station  at  Earle 
Road  Beach.  If  passed  this  would  mean  that  the  five  major 
beaches  in  town,  Red  River,  Bank  Street,  Long  Pond,  Pleasant 
Road,  and  Earle  Road  would  all  have  comfort  stations. 

The  committee  plans  to  begin  work  this  year  on  the 
creation  of  a  master  plan  for  the  future  management  and 
regulation  of  the  town  beaches.  Particular  attention  will  be 
paid  in  the  plan  to  the  possibilities  of  future  expansion  and 
alternatives  to  alleviate  the  parking  problems  at  the  exist¬ 
ing  beaches.

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Report  of  the  Harwich  Golf  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Your  Golf  Commission  is  gaining  rapidly  on  our  goal  of 
making  Cranberry  Valley  the  finest  golf  course  on  Cape  Cod. 
The  course  opened  on  time  on  June  21,  1974,  just  thirteen 
months  after  ground  breaking,  and  most  observers  could  not 
believe  that  the  grass  had  been  seeded  only  eight  months 
before. 

The  opening  will  remain  a  memorable  occasion  in  Har¬ 
wich  history  with  Selectmen,  Town  officials,  and  State  digni¬ 
taries  in  attendance.  The  first  ball  was  struck  and  with  it 
the  culmination  of  the  construction  phase  of  our  beautiful 
golf  course. 

The  Golf  Commission  is  now  in  the  operational  phase 
and  it  has  proven  successful  beyond  our  most  hopeful  ex¬ 
pectations.  When  this  golf  course  was  presented  to  the  Town 
at  the  1973  Annual  Town  Meeting,  we  predicated  a  $34,751.00 
loss  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  operation.  That  loss  was 
a  very  conservative  estimate  as  we  are  now  expecting  a  sub¬ 
stantial  profit  the  very  first  year!  The  estimate  at  the  1973 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  numbers  of  players  was  also  very 
conservative.  Instead  of  300  players  as  we  had  estimated, 
we  have  at  this  writing,  812.  That  is  quite  an  acceptance 
of  an  exceptional  golf  course. 

There  appears  to  be  no  reason  at  this  time  for  us  to 
exceed  our  budget  for  1973-1974  and  we  do  not  anticipate 
any  increase  in  membership  fees  for  1974-1975.  The  policy 
of  the  Golf  Commission  at  this  time  is  to  provide  a  superior 
golf  course  for  our  members,  pay  all  of  our  operating  ex¬ 
penses,  pay  the  principle  and  interest  on  our  bond,  and  re¬ 
turn  to  the  Town  of  Harwich  a  pure  profit  of  $50,000.00  to 
$60,000.00  per  year.  It  is  possible  to  increase  that  profit  but 
only  at  the  expense  of  inconvenience  to  our  members  which 
we  feel  would  be  unnecessary. 

As  the  first  year  of  operation  draws  to  a  close,  I  am  de¬ 
lighted  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  our  great  success  finan- 
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cially  and  our  great  success  in  acceptance  by  the  Towns¬ 
people.  It  sure  does  look  like  a  lot  of  Harwich  residents  are 
finding  out  why  golf  is  the  game  of  life!

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

After  four  years  of  operation,  the  Harwich  Council  on 
Aging  has  won  its  place  as  a  stable,  useful  function  of  Town 
Government.  It  has  lived  up  to  its  pledge  made  to  the  Town 
Meeting  which  created  it  four  years  ago,  not  to  be  a  drain 
on  the  tax  rate.  Its  yearly  budget  is  the  smallest  of  any 
town  department,  and  much  of  its  support  for  programs  and 
equipment  has  been  supplied  by  participants. 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  built  up  a  reputation  State¬ 
wide  as  being  one  of  the  best  with  elder  citizens  coming 
from  other  towns  and  other  states  to  get  advice.  The  doors 
of  Albro  House  are  open  to  every  citizen,  young  or  old  for 
information  and  referral  and  activities  are  available  to 
everyone  who  has  passed  his  59th  birthday.  It  is  interesting 
that  each  month  an  average  of  21  oldsters  become  affiliated 
with  us.  Volunteers  staff  the  reception  desk  and  are  trained 
to  give  information  and  make  referrals.  Our  volunteers  and 
ombudsman  have  helped  23  people  each  week  with  problems 
of  establishing  claims  and  receiving  proper  reimbursement 
from  Medicare  and  Blue  Cross.  Our  painting  class  had  an 
outstanding  exhibition  of  their  work  at  the  Brooks  Library, 
while  other  classes  in  crewel  and  decoupage  did  significant 
work.  The  Albrocrafters,  have  made  substantial  contribu¬ 
tions  to  the  fund  for  The  Friends  of  Albro  House  and  have 
received  a  framed  certificate  of  appreciation  from  the  Cape 
Cod  Homemakers  for  work  contributed  to  their  Boutique. 
Our  twice  a  month  luncheons  were  well  attended,  as  were 
the  twenty  odd  bus  trips  we  ran  and  the  longer  excursions 
conducted  by  our  Wayfarer  group  to  points  of  interest  in 
our  own  country  as  well  as  to  points  overseas. 

The  Health  Huddle  program  conducted  in  cooperation 
with  the  Cape  and  Islands  Heart  Association  was  well  at¬ 
tended  and  many  people  received  information  and  printed 
materials  on  Diets,  Diabetes  and  general  health.  The  First 
Congregational  Church  of  Harwich  donated  the  facilities  of 
their  Parish  House  for  these  meetings  once  a  month. 
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The  latest  venture,  “Boutique  De  Famille”  is  becoming 
popular  and  good  clean,  no  longer  useful  garments  are  dis¬ 
played  on  the  second  floor  of  Albro  House  in  the  “shop”.  Any 
senior  citizen  is  free  to  come  in  and  browse  and  take  any- 
think  he  wants,  making  a  small  undetermined  donation  if 
he  wishes. 

We  were  useful  in  many  ways.  Our  volunteer  unpaid 
workers  sold  941  beach  and  dump  stickers  in  the  spring 
season  before  the  regular  sale.  We  were  useful  in  helping 
people  prepare  income  tax  returns  with  volunteers  trained 
by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  Those  who  merited  a  sav¬ 
ing  in  property  tax  were  helped  to  obtain  it.  With  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Harwich  High  School  we  held  a  weekly 
square  dance  program.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the 
Holy  Trinity  Church  and  the  First  Congregational  Church 
for  their  cooperation  in  providing,  without  cost  to  us  space 
for  large  group  meetings. 

To  enumerate  all  our  programs:  Help  to  the  Red  Cross, 
scheduling  blood  donors.  The  Rain  catcher  group,  the  mid 
evening  sails  on  the  “Yankee”  locating  and  helping  low 
income  people  to  understand  the  new  Supplemental  Income 
Program,  would  take  too  much  space.  Come  to  Albro  House 
and  see  for  yourself  what  a  stable  and  viable  part  of  your 
Town  Government  this  has  become.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Conservation  Commission  held  regular 
meetings  twice  a  month  throughout  the  year  and  many  spe¬ 
cial  sessions,  as  needed.  Public  Hearings  were  held  on  all 
applications  to  alter  wetland  or  land  bordering  wetland, 
which  had  been  previously  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals.  No  permits  to  fill  wetland  were  granted.  A  number 
of  permits  to  construct  bulkheads  for  erosion  protection  were 
granted.  One  permit  for  a  bridge  was  granted.  Permits  were 
granted  for  maintenance  dredging  at  Wychmere  Harbor, 
Herring  River,  and  Round  Cove.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  both  the  Town  By-law  and  State  Wetlands  Protection 
Act  are  working  well  and  we  are  achieving  a  high  degree  of 
cooperation  from  landowners  and  contractors.  As  the  laws 
become  better  known  and  understood,  we  expect  an  even 
higher  rate  of  cooperation. 

A  major  accomplishment  this  year  was  the  completion 
of  a  two  year  study  of  the  Herring  River  Environmental 
Corridor  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy,  under  a  grant  from  the  Ford 
Foundation.  We  now  have  a  list  of  priorities  and  needed 
improvements  and  are  taking  steps  to  implement  them.  The 
highest  priority  was  given  to  acquisition  of  the  wetlands 
and  upland  slopes  and  banks  along  the  river  system.  We  are 
presenting  an  article  for  acquisition  of  the  great  river 
marshes  in  West  Harwich  at  this  Town  Meeting  and  urge 
the  citizens  to  give  it  their  support. 

Once  again  our  tree  program  was  a  great  success  with 
5,000  trees  distributed  free  to  Town  residents  and  depart¬ 
ments.  Watch  for  this  program  again  this  year  about  the 
first  week  of  May. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  complete  listing  of  all  the  activi¬ 
ties  of  your  Commission  or  of  all  the  people  who  have  worked 
so  hard  to  help  us.  We  extend  a  sincere  invitation  to  attend 
our  meetings  and  discuss  our  programs  and  your  own  ideas. 

Our  Town  Engineer,  Mr.  Martin  Moran  has  put  in  many 
hours  to  prepare  our  land  acquisition  articles  for  Town 
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Meeting.  The  Town  is  fortunate  to  have  such  a  dedicated 
citizen  whose  labors  in  our  behalf  go  far  beyond  the  call  of 
duty.  Without  this  special  help,  we  could  not  succeed.  Our 
special  thanks  go  also  to  the  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel,  and 
all  the  Town  Officers  and  Committees  who  have  given  so 
generously  of  their  time  to  make  the  Harwich  Conservation 
program  one  of  the  most  successful  in  the  Nation.

Highway  Regional  Historic  District 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

On  Wednesday,  November  27,  1974,  the  law  establishing 
the  Old  King’s  Highway  Regional  District  became  effective. 

The  committee  for  the  Harwich  District  was  appointed 
shortly  afterwards  by  the  Selectmen;  the  chairman  of  said 
committee  to  serve  on  the  Regional  Commission. 

Being  such  a  newly  formed  committee  our  report  is 
brief.  For  this  interim  period  until  the  Regional  Historic 
Commission  decides  on  a  standard  form  for  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness  to  be  used  by  the  nine  (9)  towns  within  the 
District,  we  are  using  the  form  Yarmouth  has  found  work¬ 
able  for  ten  years.  The  application  forms,  copies  of  the 
Act,  and  other  necessary  information  are  available  at  both 
the  Town  Office  and  Building  Inspector’s  Office. 

As  with  all  new  endeavors  progress  will  be  slow  at  first; 
the  Cape  is  believed  to  be  the  first  Regional  Historic  District 
in  the  Nation,  therefore  we  have  no  precedent  to  use  as  a 
guide. 

It  is  the  objective  of  this  committee  to  work  with  and 
for  you,  not  only  the  people  within  the  District,  but  the 
Town  as  a  whole  so  we  may  be  proud  of  not  only  what  we  are 
preserving  of  the  past,  but  proud  of  what  we  do  today  as  a 
legacy  for  future  Citizens  of  Harwich.

Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce 


The  Harwich  Chamber  of  Commerce  acknowledges  the 
receipt  of  $2,000  which  was  voted  in  Article  71  of  the  1974 
Town  Meeting. 

As  of  August  31,  1974,  total  funds  raised  by  the  Chamber 
from  dues,  contributions,  brochure  advertising,  and  fund 
raisers  totalled  $9,717.05. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Informa¬ 
tion  Booth  on  Route  28,  West  Harwich,  was  $2,361.44.  Print¬ 
ing  and  distribution  of  15,000  brochures  (of  which  the  Town 
Offices  used  4,200)  was  $3,065.00.  Promotional  and  advertis¬ 
ing  costs  were  $851.69.  Other  expenses  included  Pre-Town 
Meeting,  Annual  Dinner,  visit  of  Santa  Claus,  Awards  to 
Outstanding  Citizens  of  the  Town,  etc.  Total  expenses  were 
$9,539.78. 

The  Chamber’s  Information  Booth  served  16,388  people, 
which  is  an  increase  of  3,404  over  1973.  Although  the  Booth 
is  relatively  small,  the  service  it  performs  to  the  Town  en¬ 
compasses  an  enormous  area.  Along  with  the  service  it  pro¬ 
vides  to  every  merchant  in  Town,  the  Booth  relieves  the 
Police,  Selectman’s  Office,  and  other  Town  Officers  of  a 
burden  that  would  bo  impossible  to  place  a  dollar  value  on; 
moreover,  the  Booth  guided  an  average  of  10  visitors  per 
day  to  one  of  the  Town’s  greaTest  new  assets  —  the  Cran¬ 
berry  Valley  Golf  Course. 

To  continue  with  its  policy  of  involvement  in  community 
affairs,  the  Chamber  once  again  sponsored  the  Annual  Pre- 
Town  Meeting  and  Candidates  Night,  and  an  open  forum  for 
the  addition  to  the  Elementary  School.  Morever,  the  Cham¬ 
ber  continued  its  efforts  to  improve  another  of  the  Town’s 
most  valuable  natural  assets  —  its  Beaches  —  by  establish¬ 
ing  open  discussion  between  the  Selectmen  and  the  Cham¬ 
ber’s  Natural  Resources  Committee.  The  Chamber  also  be¬ 
came  involved  in:  The  Proposed  Shellfish  Contract  between 
Harwich  and  Chatham;  the  needs  of  the  Bi-Centennial  Com¬ 
mittee;  the  requirements  of  an  ever  expanding  Police  De¬ 
partment;  the  necessity  of  an  Assistant  to  the  Shellfish 
Warden;  the  demands  upon  our  Service  Stations  during  the 
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Summer  Resort  Season;  and  the  relationship  between  the 
Civic  and  Business  Communities  of  the  Town. 

In  an  effort  to  relieve  the  Town  of  an  increasing  strain 
on  the  Fiscal  Budget,  the  Chamber  sponsored  an  Annual 
Country  Auction.  It  is  hoped  that  the  proceeds  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  and  others  will  eventually  enable  the  Chamber  to  be¬ 
come  self-sustaining. 

At  a  testimonial  luncheon  held  in  his  behalf,  the  Cham¬ 
ber  honored  one  of  the  Town’s  most  prominent  citizens, 
Norman  P.  Mason.  Two  students  of  the  Town  were  given 
awards  in  the  Art  and  Commercial  Departments  of  the  Har¬ 
wich  Jr.-Sr.  High  School. 

The  Chamber’s  continuing  effort  to  promote  Harwich 
can  only  be  done  with  the  support  of  the  Town’s  entire 
population.  Consequently,  the  Directors  of  the  Chamber  re¬ 
quest  that  every  citizen  become  “involved”  in  the  needs  of 
the  Community.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Harwich  Board  of  Appeals  rendered  decisions  on  a 
total  of  fifty-four  (54)  petitions  during  the  period  from 
January  1,  1974  to  December  31,  1974.  This  figure  represents 
a  slight  decline  for  the  comparable  period  in  1973,  when 
fifty-nine  (59)  petitions  were  processed  by  the  Board. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  found  it  necessary  to 
change  the  starting  time  of  its  regular  meetings.  The  Board 
meets  regularly  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month,  at  7:00 
p.m.,  in  the  hearing  room  at  the  Town  Office.

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Report  of  Department  of  Natural  Resources 


As  a  result  of  the  Town’s  failure  to  adopt  an  article  for 
funds  to  begin  a  shellfish  propagation  program  last  year  this 
department  was  seriously  limited  in  our  steps  to  improve 
the  Town  shellfish  beds.  However,  through  the  cooperation 
of  our  shellfishermen  150  bushels  of  seed  quahogs  were 
transplanted  into  Round  Cove.  The  transplanting  of  shell- 
stock  at  this  rate  is  slow  and  as  a  result,  the  job  is  incom¬ 
plete.  Currently,  with  what  little  funds  we  do  have,  we  are 
transplanting  100  bushels  of  oysters  from  Herring  River  into 
family  permit  areas  at  Wychmere  Harbor,  Allen  Harbor  and 
Round  Cove. 

Chapter  571  of  the  General  Laws  was  passed  in  1974  to 
encourage  desperately  needed  shellfish  improvements  by  the 
coastal  cities  and  towns.  The  total  Town  budget  for  shellfish 
in  1974  will  be  matched  by  50%  through  State  Return  Funds. 

The  required  use  of  2"  shellfish  rings  has  noticeably 
reduced  the  number  of  family  violations  witnessed  this  year. 
By  respecting  our  shellfish  regulations,  we  are  increasing 
the  ability  of  the  return  of  natural  shellfish  populations.  As 
a  result  of  the  departments  increase  in  enforcement  person¬ 
nel  the  hours  of  shellfishing  have  been  extended  from  one- 
half  hour  before  sunrise  to  sunset.

are  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  at  the  Town  Hall.  There 
is  no  charge  for  this  permit. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  been  monitoring  the  water 
quality  of  the  harbors  and  rivers.  Pleasant  Bay,  Round  Cove, 
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Wychmere  Harbor  and  Allen  Harbor  continue  at  safe  levels 
for  the  harvesting  of  shellfish.  The  coliform  counts  of  Her¬ 
ring  River  north  of  Route  28  continue  at  an  elevated  level. 
The  intrusion  of  clean  tidal  water  into  the  river  is  main¬ 
taining  the  coliform  count  in  the  river  south  of  Route  28 
at  a  safe  level. 

In  our  quest  to  keep  the  rivers  cleared  for  the  movement 
of  herring  we  are  also  opening  the  river  for  canoe  passage. 
This  scenic  stretch,  from  Hinckley’s  Pond  to  the  Reservoir 
is  extremely  lush.  Time  should  be  spent  by  all  exploring  its 
reaches. 

Because  the  Skinequit  run  was  noticed  to  be  lacking 
quantities  of  herring  this  spring,  1,000  ale  wives  were  trans¬ 
ferred  from  Herring  River  to  the  pond.  No  noticeable  kill 
of  any  fish  was  observed. 

Coy  Brook,  Carding  Machine  Brook,  and  Cold  Brook, 
according  to  Paine’s  History,  all  supported  herring  fisheries. 
We  are  now  making  plans  to  get  overgrown  Coy  Brook  re¬ 
opened. 

Four  people  were  arrested  for  violation  of  the  Herring 
Regulations.  Sadly,  people  in  their  quest  for  roe  thoughtlessly 
continue  to  Injure  the  fish.  The  fish  are  not  to  be  squeezed, 
bounced,  beaten  or  abused.  The  males  which  are  usually 
thrown  back  are  weakened,  if  not  critically  injured  by  some 
not  too  gentle  hands.  They  become  easy  prey  for  the  herring 
gulls  along  the  shallows  of  the  river. 

In  spite  of  the  gasoline  shortage  and  the  economy  which 
plagued  the  boating  industry  this  spring,  all  of  our  harbors 
remained  filled  to  capacity.  We  had  a  very  busy  year.  In¬ 
come  for  the  three  harbors  represents  a  $3,859.06  increase 
over  1973.

Negligent  water  skiing  along  our  salt  water  beaches 
continues  to  pose  lethal  danger  to  bathers.  This  can  be 
controlled  by- placing  water  ski  warning  buoys  at  the  required 
300'  distance  from  our  shore.  Registration  numbers  of  boats 
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within  the  300'  margin  could  be  turned  over  to  the  police  or 
this  department  for  action. 

The  16'  Harbormaster  skiff  although  seaworthy  for  its 
size,  is  a  very  wet  boat. 

Also,  the  danger  of  falling  overboard  in  a  sea  is  very 
real.  A  somewhat  beamier,  dry  boat  is  required  for  this 
patrol  work.  Articles  have  been  included  for  these  items.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  from  April  29, 
1974  to  December  31,  1974.  In  the  eight  months  I  have  trav¬ 
eled  a  great  number  of  miles  and  have  put  a  lot  of  wear  and 
tear  on  my  car.  I  have  made  frequent  trips  to  Brewster 
with  stray  dogs,  unlicensed  dogs,  dogs  in  violation  of  the 
leash  law,  and  dogs  being  put  up  for  adoption  or  to  be  put 
to  sleep.  I  have  patrolled  the  streets  of  Harwich  no  less 
than  four  hours  a  day. 

In  the  eight  month  period,  I  have  answered  454  calls 
from  my  home,  plus  a  number  of  calls  that  have  come  to  me 
through  the  Police  Department.  Included  in  these  calls  were 
complaints,  miscellaneous,  dog  bites,  dogs  and  cats  hit  by 
cars,  and  dogs  to  be  transported  to  Brewster. 

According  to  our  records,  there  were  778  dog  licenses 
issued  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  as  of  December  31,  1974. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Harwich  for  their  help  and  concern  in  the 
last  eight  months.  I  also  want  to  give  a  special  Thank  You 
to  the  Harwich  Police  Department  for  their  help  and  under¬ 
standing  while  I  have  held  the  position  of  Dog  Officer.

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Report  of  the 

Trustees  of  Brooks  Free  Library 


The  year  1974  was  a  fairly  uneventful  though  eminently 
successful  one  for  Brooks  Free  Library.  Now  well  over  the 
pangs  of  expansion  and  alteration,  the  library  functioned 
evenly  and  well  and  provided  a  variety  of  services  to  its 
patrons.  Circulation  and  service  figures  are  given  in  the 
Librarian's  report,  which  follows.  There  was  no  capital  out¬ 
lay  program,  but  because  of  the  steep  rise  in  heating  and 
lighting  costs  over  the  eighteen-month  budget  period  it  be¬ 
came  necessary  to  ask  the  Finance  Committee  for  additional 
operating  funds.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  also  follows. 

We  continued  to  receive  valuable  help  from  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  whose  president,  Dorothy  Staubach,  was  as¬ 
sisted  by  an  able  group  of  officers  and  volunteers.  Several 
of  the  programs  proposed  by  the  Trustees  and  Librarian 
could  not  have  been  implemented  without  their  support. 
Trained  volunteers  manned  the  Library  on  Sunday  after¬ 
noons  during  January,  February  and  March  and  will  do  so 
again  this  Winter.  We  have  received  from  the  Friends  the 
gift  of  24  new  metal  folding  chairs  for  use  at  the  well- 
attended  lecture  and  movie  programs.  They  also  have  had 
reproduced  and  offered  for  sale  six  pencil  sketches  done  in 
the  1930's  by  the  well-known  Harwich  artist  Lawrence  Rob¬ 
bins;  other  sketches  will  be  copied  in  the  future.  (The 
originals  of  these  drawings  hang  in  the  Library.) 

Other  gifts  and  bequests  received  during  the  year  in¬ 
clude:  from  the  son  and  friends  of  John  R.  Lyman,  memorial 
monies;  from  Mrs.  Leo  V.  Quinlan  in  memory  of  her  hus¬ 
band,  memorial  money;  in  memory  of  Helen  Forbes  Julin 
and  Mary  Staples  Robbins,  contributions  and  gift  books; 
from  Mrs.  Albert  G.  Woods,  Sr.,  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
the  gift  of  certain  geneological  reports  and  pamphlets.  The 
Cape  Cod  Geneological  Society,  which  meets  regularly  in  the 
Doane  Room  of  the  Library,  gave  and  arranged  for  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  a  metal  coat  rack  and  non-removable  hangers. 
We  acknowledge  with  sincere  gratitude  these  valuable  gifts, 
contributions  and  memorial  books. 
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Thanks  are  also  due  the  Town  Engineer,  Mr.  Martin 
Moran,  and  the  Highway  Surveyor,  Mr.  Albert  Raneo,  for 
mapping  and  engineering  the  enlargement  of  the  Library 
parking  lot.  The  three  departments  involved  are  pleased 
to  be  able,  through  cooperation,  to  provide  needed  parking 
space  for  our  patrons  without  sacrifice  of  the  fine  stand  of 
trees  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  We  are  grateful,  too,  to  the 
Industrial  Arts  Department  of  the  high  school  for  construct¬ 
ing  four  large  free-standing  display  boards  which  make 
possible  exhibits  of  the  works  of  local  artists  and  craftsmen. 

A  new  coin-operated  photocopy  machine  has  been  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  main  room  of  the  library  and  may  be  used  by 
the  public  at  a  very  nominal  charge  for  copying  personal  as 
well  as  library  materials. 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Librarian 
have  attended  various  professional  meetings.  Two  meetings 
were  held  this  year  with  the  librarians  and  board  chairmen 
of  Harwich  Port  Library  and  Chase  Library  to  promote  co¬ 
operation  and  to  shape  policy  regarding  free  reciprocal  and 
non-resident  borrowing  on  both  regional  and  state-wide 
levels. 

We  look  forward  to  continued  service  to  the  people  of 
Harwich.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Technieal  High  School  District 


The  year  1974  in  the  annals  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  High  School  will  be  remembered  as  the  year  in 
which  a  steel  structure  at  the  intersection  of  Route  6  and 
Route  124  became  a  brick  building  that  all  citizens  in  our 
eleven  towns  should  be  very  proud  of,  because  your  partici¬ 
pation  as  voters  made  it  possible.  As  of  this  writing  the 
building  should  be  ready  for  partial  occupancy  during  the 
month  of  February. 

Concurrently  with  the  development  of  the  building  the 
School  Committee,  its  sub-committees,  and  the  adminis¬ 
trative  staff,  have  been  working  and  meeting  in  the  Gilmore 
House  on  staffing,  program  development,  operational  and 
financial  policy  development  and  student  enrollment. 

To  us,  the  voter  acceptance  of  a  vocational  school  for 
Cape  Cod  was  based  on  the  premise  that  such  a  facility  will 
have  the  capacity  and  expertise  to  give  the  knowledge  and 
marketable  skills  of  the  faculty  to  those  secondary  students 
who  have  the  desire  and  attributes  of  utilizing  this  knowl¬ 
edge  and  skill  to  become  wage  earners,  have  the  foundation 
for  advanced  education,  or  to  become  craftsmen  in  their 
chosen  skill. 

The  capacity  factor,  so  often  underestimated  in  other 
vocational  undertakings,  was  wisely  established  in  the  sizing 
of  the  facility  by  the  Committee  two  years  ago  and  we  expect 
a  student  enrollment  of  900  students  in  September  1975. 

We  are  now  deeply  involved  in  the  identification  and 
selection  of  professional  and  non-professional  staff  upon 
whose  shoulders  will  rest  the  responsibility  of  attainment 
of  the  voter’s  objective.  However  well  planned  and  con¬ 
structed,  the  building  and  its  modern  equipment  is  lifeless 
—  it  will  be  this  staff  that  will  justify  the  investment 
made  toward  the  primary  goal  of  student  training  and 
accomplishment. 

We  enter  this  crucial  period  with  a  firm  outline  of  aca¬ 
demic,  vocational  and  administrative  organization  to  be 
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staffed  progressively  downward  from  the  office  of  Superin¬ 
tendent-Director  to  assure  the  opportunity  of  selectivity  in 
the  staffing  by  those  who  have  the  major  responsibility  for 
teaching  effectiveness. 

Now  we  have  under  contract  Mr.  Prank  Goodwin,  Voca¬ 
tional  Coordinator,  Mr.  Christopher  Borden,  III,  Academic 
Coordinator,  Mr.  Orren  Bradstreet,  Coordinator  of  Pupil  Per¬ 
sonnel  Services,  and  Mr.  Bernard  Holmes,  Area  Occupational 
Coordinator. 

Each  of  these  men  have  the  academic  credentials,  the 
experience,  as  well  as  state  and  national  recognition  for 
excellence  in  their  fields.  These  men  are  reviewing  the  se¬ 
lecting  for  interview  weir  over  1300  teaching  applications 
from  all  over  the  country  to  identify  and  recommend  the 
personnel  that  will  ultimately  complete  our  faculty.  Men  and 
women  of  excellent  credentials  and  experience  are  applying 
—  we  should  have  a  staff  second  to  none. 

Time  together  will  be  required  to  mold  these  people  into 
a  cohesive,  intra-supportive  faculty  for  maximum  student 
benefit.  It  is  for  this  reason  we  have  budgeted  for  staff  and 
program  development  during  the  summer  months  of  1975. 

To  promote  an  early  and  sincere  recognition  of  the  im¬ 
portance  of  effective  education  for  the  least  tax  dollar,  we 
sought  and  found  an  experienced  business  manager  to  over¬ 
see  all  financial  and  non-professional  operations  of  our 
school.  Mr.  Harry  Gravlin,  with  a  Master’s  degree  in  Engi¬ 
neering,  brings  30  years  of  large  and  small  business  manage¬ 
ment  to  our  staff,  who  will,  under  the  competent  advice  of 
our  treasurer,  Mr.  Dean  T.  Fleming,  bring  effective  financial 
control. 

With  this  key  personnel  now  functioning,  the  progres¬ 
sive  appointment  of  staff  from  high  level  applicants,  the 
eminent  completion  of  our  facility  and  confidence  in  our 
program  of  education,  we  approach  September  1975  with 
enthusiasm  and  the  determination  that  we  will  justify  the 
faith  of  the  voters  expressed  in  1971  to  provide  our  young 
men  and  women  the  opportunity  for  exciting  and  career 
forming  secondary  education,  —  it  is  the  only  reason  for 
which  we.  come  together. 

-  -  Plans  are  now  being  developed  to  arrange  meetings  with 
groups  of  students',  parents,  civic  organizations,  and  citizens 
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to  describe  in  detail  the  programs  that  will  be  offered  in 
September  1975.  In  the  Spring  we  hope  to  be  able  to  have 
conducted  tours  of  the  building. 

In  conclusion  we,  the  committee,  wish  to  again  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  tremendous  support  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1974,  and  we  look  forward  to  your  continued 
support  in  the  future. 

Our  Superintendent-Director,  Mr.  Wilfred  H.  Learned, 
Jr.,  has  his  office  in  the  house  right  on  Route  124,  the  tele¬ 
phone  number  is  432-4500,  and  if  you  have  any  questions  he 
would  be  glad  to  discuss  them  with  you.

QUESTION  NO.  1 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
August  25,  1971,  received  212  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
39  in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  June  6,  1973,  received  235  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
19  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved, 
would  replace  the  present  Article  52  of  the  Articles  of  Amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  and  would 
empower  the  General  Court,  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
houses,  to  take  a  recess  or  recesses  amounting  to  not  more 
than  thirty  days.  The  present  Article  52  permits  such  re¬ 
cesses  but  provides  that  “no  such  recess  shall  extend  beyond 
the  sixtieth  day”  from  the  beginning  of  the  legislative  session. 

QUESTION  NO.  2 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
August  25,  1971,  received  177  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  65 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  June  6,  1973,  received  166  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
93  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if  approved, 
would  provide  for  a  census  in  the  year  1975  and  every  tenth 
year  thereafter  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as 
a  basis  for  determining  the  representative,  senatorial  and 
councillor  districts  for  the  ten  year  period  beginning  with 
the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth  January  following  the 
taking  of  the  census,  provided  that  the  districts  as  estab- 
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lished  based  on  the  1971  census  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The  census  shall  specify  the 
number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each  precinct  of  a  tx)wn 
and  each  precinct  and  ward  of  a  city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  would  consist  of  160  members,  in  contrast  to  the 
present  membership  of  240,  and  the  Senate  of  40  members. 
The  General  Court  would,  at  its  first  regular  session  after 
the  year  in  which  the  census  is  taken,  divide  the  Common¬ 
wealth  into  160  representative  districts  and  40  senatorial 
districts  of  contiguous  territory  so  that  each  representative 
and  each  senator  will  represent  an  equal  number  of  in¬ 
habitants  as  nearly  as  may  be;  and  such  districts  shall  be 
formed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  without  uniting  two  counties 
or  parts  of  two  or  more  counties  and,  with  respect  to  repre¬ 
sentative  districts,  without  uniting,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  two 
towns  or  parts  of  two  or  more  towns,  two  cities  or  parts  of 
two  or  more  cities,  or  a  city  and  a  town,  or  parts  of  cities 
and  towns,  into  one  district,  and  without  dividing  any  town 
containing  less  than  2500  inhabitants.  The  General  Court 
would  be  permitted  to  pass  lav/s  to  limit  the  time  within 
which  judicial  proceedings  may  be  instituted  calling  in  ques¬ 
tion  any  such  division.  The  proposed  amendment  further 
provides  that  every  representative,  for  one  year  at  least 
immediately  preceding  his  election,  shall  have  been  an  in¬ 
habitant  of  the  district  for  which  he  is  chosen,  and  every 
senator  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  Commonwealth  for 
five  years  at  least  preceding  his  election  and  at  the  time  of 
his  election  shall  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  for  which 
he  is  chosen.  Every  representative  and  senator  shall  cease 
to  represent  his  district  when  he  shall  cease  to  be  an  in¬ 
habitant  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  manner  of  calling  and 
conducting  the  elections  for  representatives  and  for  senators 
and  councillors,  and  of  ascertaining  their  election,  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law.  The  amendment  vests  original  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  upon  petition  of  any 
voter  of  the  Commonwealth,  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  for  judicial  relief  relative  to  the  establishment  of 
House  of  Representatives,  councillor  and  senatorial  districts. 

QUESTION  NO.  3 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
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General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
June  7,  1972,  received  250  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  3  in 
the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
June  6,  1973,  received  253  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  0  in 
the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  repeal 
section  2  of  Article  46  of  the  Articles  of  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  (the  “anti-aid  amend¬ 
ment’s  so  called),  and  replace  it  with  a  new  section  2,  for  the 
purpose  of  allowing  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of 
students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  delete  the  first  clause 
of  the  present  section  2,  which  requires  that  all  moneys 
raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns  and  cities  for  the  support  of 
public  schools,  and  all  moneys  appropriated  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  applied  to 
or  expended  in  only  those  schools  conducted  according  to 
law  under  the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities 
of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  money  is  expended.  The 
effect  of  the  deletion  of  the  first  clause  of  section  2  would 
be  to  remove  the  constitutional  prohibition  against  the  use 
of  public  moneys,  which  have  been  raised  by  taxation  or 
appropriated  for  support  of  public  schools  for  grants  in  aid 
to  private  higher  educational  institutions  or  to  students,  or 
parents  or  guardians  of  students,  attending  such  institutions. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  alter  the  second 
clause  of  the  present  section  2  by  removing  the  prohibition 
against  a  grant,  appropriation  or  use  of  public  money  or 
property  or  loan  of  public  credit  by  the  Commonwealth  or 
any  political  subdivision  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  main¬ 
taining  or  aiding  any  school  or  institution  of  learning, 
whether  under  public  control  or  otherwise,  wherein  any 
denominational  doctrine  is  inculcated,  or  any  other  school 
or  any  college  which  is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the 
exclusive  control,  order  and  superintendence  of  public  officers 
or  public  agents.  In  place  of  the  foregoing,  the  proposed 
amendment  would  prohibit  the  grant,  appropriation  or  use 
of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  credit  by  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  for  the  purpose  of 
founding,  maintaining  or  aiding  any  primary  or  secondary 
school  which  is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the  exclusive 
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control,  order  and  superintendence  of  public  officers  or  pub¬ 
lic  agents. 

The  proposed  amendment  would  also  add  to  the  present 
section  2  a  provision  that  nothing  therein  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians  of  students, 
attending  such  institutions. 

QUESTION  NO.  4 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
May  17,  1972,  received  131  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  121 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  May  8,  1974,  received  139  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
119  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would  revise 
Article  78  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
to  permit  the  expenditure  of  money  from  the  highway  fund 
for  mass  transportation  lines  and  other  mass  transportation 
purposes  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct.  The 
highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties,  excises 
and  license  taxes  relating  to  registration,  operation  or  use 
of  motor  vehicles  and  taxes  from  the  sale  of  motor  vehicle 
fuels.  The  expenditure  of  money  from  such  fund  is  presently 
restricted  to  highway  and  bridge  construction,  reconstruc¬ 
tion,  maintenance  and  repair,  enforcement  of  state  traffic 
laws,  and  administration  of  the  tax  statutes  which  provide 
highway  fund  receipts. 

QUESTION  NO.  5 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  AN  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was 
disapproved  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  73 
in  the  affirmative  and  150  in  the  negative  and  was  dis¬ 
approved  in  the  Senate  by  a  vote  of  16  in  the  affirmative  and 
22  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

Provisions  of  the  act  established  an  independent  Cor¬ 
rupt  Practices  Commission,  with  five  members  to  be  appointed 
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by  the  Governor  to  staggered  five  year  terms.  The  Com¬ 
mission  has  subpoena  powers  and  is  to  investigate,  by  means 
of  secret  hearings,  candidates’  compliance  with  all  state  and 
federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contributions 
and  expenditures  and  corrupt  practices.  If  probable  cause 
is  shown,  the  Commission  is  required  to  direct  the  Attorney 
General  to  take  further  action  in  the  proper  form  and  is 
required  to  make  public  a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases 
involving  the  campaign  practices  of  the  Attorney  General 
himself,  a  special  attorney  is  to  be  appointed.  If  no  probable 
cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  application  of  the 
current  statute  regarding  the  disclosure  of  campaign  ex¬ 
penditures  and  contributions,  to  all  candidates  for  office 
above  the  town  and  city  level,  with  the  exception  of  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The  act  re¬ 
quires  all  such  candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts 
greater  than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to  know¬ 
ingly  receive  cash  payment  from  a  candidate  or  his  commit¬ 
tee  for  a  service  costing  more  than  $25.  The  act  also  requires 
candidates  to  designate  a  single  bank  as  depository  of  funds 
and  as  record  keeper,  with  records  of  receipts  and  expendi¬ 
tures  to  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign  spending 
limits  to  cover  all  media  expenses  and  require  all  media 
firms  (including  television,  radio,  newspaper,  billboard,  maga¬ 
zine,  advertising,  public  relations,  printing,  opinion  polling, 
computer,  telephone,  telegraph)  to  report  the  purchase  of 
media  services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of  candidates 
for  the  offices  of  district  attorney,  clerk  of  court,  register 
of  probate  and  insolvency,  register  of  deeds,  county  com¬ 
missioner,  county  treasurer  and  sheriff  are  limited  to  $.07 
for  each  resident  of  the  respective  electoral  district.  Other 
provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon  official  an¬ 
nouncement  or  filing  of  nomination  papers  to  report  all 
political  receipts  and  expenditures,  since  the  date  of  the 
last  general  election  for  the  office  sought,  and  count  such 
expenditures  toward  spending  limits.  The  act  also  limits 
candidates  to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one  year 
imprisonment  and/or  $10,000  fine  for  individuals  engaged 
in  corrupt  practices,  and  a  $50,000  fine  for  corporations  so 
involved.  In  addition,  the  Attorney  General  is  permitted  to 
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bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate  whose  elec¬ 
tion  was  materially  aided  by  corrupt  practices  on  the  part 
of  the  candidate  or  one  acting  in  his  behalf,  where  such  re¬ 
moval  is  otherwise  authorized  by  law. 

QUESTION  NO.  6 

Should  the  General  Court  enact  legislation  during  the 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-five  session  reorganizing  state 
government  by  creating  a  Department  of  Health  Systems 
Regulation  which  shall  have  the  power  to  administer  the 
medicaid  program,  control  and  set  rates  for  nursing  homes, 
hospitals,  and  other  health  providers  under  medicaid,  license 
and  inspect  health  facilities,  and  regulate  private  health 
insurance  policies,  medical  and  hospital  service  plans? 

QUESTION  NO.  7 

“Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  current 
year  entitled  “An  Act  providing  for  the  inventory,  measur¬ 
ing  and  researching  of  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
ground  water  of  Barnstable  County,  and  authorizing  the 
county  commissioners  of  said  county  to  borrow  money  there¬ 
for”,  be  accepted?” 


QUESTION  NO.  8 

“Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventy-three  entitled  “An  Act  estab¬ 
lishing  the  Old  King’s  Highway  Regional  Historic  District 
and  the  Old  King’s  Highway  Regional  Historic  District  Com¬ 
mission  in  Barnstable  County  be  accepted?”

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

We  submit  herewith  for  your  approval  the  thirty-eighth 
Annual  Report  for  the  twelve  months  period  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1974. 

Unlike  previous  years  when  we  have  attempted  to  give 
you  information  in  a  detailed  manner,  this  year  we  have 
been  requested  to  be  as  brief  as  possible  and  are,  therefore, 
bringing  to  your  attention  only  those  issues  which  we  feel 
are  the  most  significant. 

This  past  year  our  large  water  main  installations  were 
substantially  reduced  primarily  due  to  the  lack  of  new  con¬ 
struction  as  an  apparent  result  of  the  economic  posture  of 
the  country  and,  also,  cautious  spending  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  Funds  were,  however,  approved  under  Article  32  — 
1974  and  were  used  to  make  town  water  available  on  those 
streets  where  the  Commission,  after  careful  evaluation,  felt 
a  justifiable  condition  existed.  Ultimately,  bids  for  “Laying 
Water  Mains”  were  invited  and  opened  in  October  with  the 
Contract  being  awarded  to  Robert  B.  Our  Construction  Com¬ 
pany,  the  low  bidder.  Work  was  commenced  in  November 
and,  at  this  writing,  is  essentially  completed. 

The  installation  of  a  16"  main  on  Queen  Anne  Road 
started  by  A.  Susi  Construction  Company  late  in  1973  was 
accepted  and  put  into  service  in  May  of  this  year.  A  tie-in 
at  Oak  Street  from  Queen  Anne  Road  under  the  Mid-Cape 
Highway  to  the  existing  16"  main  at  the  Cape  Cod  Regional 
Technical  School  was  also  completed.  This  tie-in  will  prove 
beneficial  in  providing  an  adequate  fire  flow  on  hydrants 
north  of  the  Mid-Cape  Highway  on  Route  124  and  on  sec¬ 
ondary  streets  in  that  area. 

Again  this  year,  bids  for  installing  domestic  services,  not 
exceeding  1"  pipe,  were  called  for  and  opened  in  June.  The 
low  bidder,  J.  M.  Duffy,  a  local  Contractor  was  engaged  to 
handle  the  labor  involved  in  these  projects  while  this  depart¬ 
ment  provided  the  materials  with  moneys  appropriated  under 
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the  Service  Installation  Account  and,  for  which,  the  property 
owners  were  billed. 

The  customary  bidding  for  Water  Works  Supplies  was 
scheduled  in  August  with  various  companies  responding.  Bid 
prices  were  studied  at  length  by  the  Board  members  and,  in 
their  opinion,  made  the  awards  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

At  the  March  Town  Meeting,  voter  approval,  under  Art¬ 
icle  35,  made  it  possible  for  this  department  to  purchase  a 
Ranch-Type  Station  Wagon.  Manson  Motors  of  Chatham 
was  the  low  bidder  and  a  Torino  Wagon  was  delivered  early 
in  July.  The  1967  Chevrolet  Wagon  was  retained  to  have  as 
a  supplemental  vehicle,  however,  this  next  year  we  are  re¬ 
questing  funds  for  a  Pick-Up  Truck  with  the  1967  Chevrolet 
as  a  trade-in. 

Due  to  relatively  low  rainfall  particularly  during  the 
summer  months,  we  were  required  to  increase  our  pumping 
output  considerably.  The  gallons  of  water  pumped  during 
this  twelve  months  period  amounted  to  364,848,160  gallons 
as  you  will  note  in  our  summation  of  statistical  data.  In 
comparison  with  our  1973  figures,  we  have  pumped  approxi¬ 
mately  3,600,000  gallons  more  this  past  year.  Inasmuch  as 
we  have  a  good  supply  of  water  for  future  needs,  our  interest 
is  still  focused  on  additional  sources  of  supply  within  the 
Town.  In  a  recent  well  testing  project,  an  area  in  North 
Harwich  just  north  of  Robbins  Pond  produced  gratifying 
results.  This  area  comprises  61  acres  and  we  feel  that  the 
Town  would  be  acting  wisely  in  acquiring  the  land  for  this 
purpose  and  have  submitted  an  article  in  the  1975  Warrant. 

Our  1974  receipts  were  less  than  in  1973,  which  we  feel 
was  due  in  part  to  fewer  service  connections  and  less  excess 
water  consumed.  154  domestic  services  were  added  to  the 
system,  the  lowest  number  in  several  years,  which,  undoubt¬ 
edly,  reflects  the  decided  decline  in  new  construction. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  commend  our  staff  for  their  indus¬ 
trious  effort  and  loyalty  during  this  past  year  and  also  wish 
to  thank  the  Town  Officials  and  Department  Heads  for  their 
continued  cooperation.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  1974  has  been  exciting  and  eventful  for  the 
Harwich  Public  Schools.  Major  changes  are  taking  place  at 
all  levels  of  the  system.  These  carefully  conceived  changes 
have  been  taken  to  keep  our  schools  in  step  with  the  times. 
As  always,  we  strive  to  maintain  a  good  basic  educational 
program  stressing  the  skills  necessary  for  a  productive  life 
in  our  society. 

Harwich  has  continued  its  school  population  growth  al¬ 
though  not  at  the  same  alarming  rate  as  in  the  past.  We 
expect  to  occupy  the  new  additions  to  the  elementary  school 
shortly.  Although  these  new  spaces  will  help  at  the  K-4 
level  we  are  still  facing  critical  overcrowded  conditions  in 
the  other  two  buildings. 

Your  School  Committee  has  tried  to  control  costs  despite 
a  runaway  inflation  and  spiraling  price  increases.  The  same 
problems  that  confront  you  as  you  try  to  balance  your  bud¬ 
get  face  this  committee  too.  In  addition  we  receive  more 
required  programs,  additional  regulations  for  new  and  costly 
equipment  and  continued  erosion  of  our  local  control  over 
matters  that  concern  us.  In  just  two  specific  areas  we  are 
budgeting  $6500  for  drench  showers  to  satisfy  one  require¬ 
ment  and  $39,000  for  new  programs  under  Chapter  766. 

^  Again  this  year  we  postponed  implementation  of  many 
desirable  and  beneficial  programs  because  of  the  costs  in¬ 
volved.  Unfortunately,  the  children  are  the  ones  who  lose 
from  these  regrettable  decisions.  Perhaps  some  day  a  more 
equitable  method  of  financing  public  education  will  be  de¬ 
veloped.  Your  Committee  realizes  the  burden  placed  upon 
you  by  this  assessment  of  taxation  based  on  property.  We 
try  to  maintain  a  constant  proportion  of  school  costs  related 
to  total  costs  of  all  town  services  but  in  times  of  inflation 
this  is  most  difficult. 

The  Committee  is  mindful  of  the  cooperation  and  sup¬ 
port  of  parents,  citizens,  and  taxpayers.  We  wish  to  com¬ 
mend  the  teaching  staff,  administration  and  other  school 
employees  for  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  children  of 
Harwich. 
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Report  of  the 

School  Space  Needs  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Harwich: 

In  its  report  to  the  voters  at  the  1973  Annual  Town 
Meeting,  the  School  Space  Needs  Committee  recommended 
that  the  Town  undertake  construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
existing  Elementary  School,  together  with  certain  alter¬ 
ations  of  that  facility,  and  the  construction  of  a  new  Middle 
School  to  solve  the  acute  space  shortage  which  existed  in 
the  Harwich  Public  School  System.  During  the  year  1973, 
the  voters  acceded  to  the  request  of  the  Building  Committee 
for  the  necessary  funds  to  construct  the  Elementary  School 
addition  and  that  project  is  now  nearly  completed.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  at  two  separate  Town  Meetings,  the  voters,  by  acting 
affirmatively  on  requests  of  the  Building  Committee  for 
planning  funds,  instructed  the  Building  Committee  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  the  recommended  Middle  School  project.  How¬ 
ever,  at  a  special  town  meeting  within  the  annual  town 
meeting,  the  voters  rejected  the  request  of  the  Building 
Committee  for  the  necessary  construction  funds. 

Subsequent  to  the  1974  annual  town  meeting,  the  Build¬ 
ing  Committee  decided  to  again  explore  the  scope  and  nature 
of  the  space  needs  of  the  Harwich  School  System  and  to 
reinvestigate  all  of  the  possible  alternative  solutions  to  that 
problem.  Based  upon  this  study,  the  Committee  concluded: 

1.  that  the  need  for  additional  space  still  exists  and 
the  acute  overcrowding  problem  has  been  further 
aggravated  by  the  influx  of  additional  students, 
and 

2.  that  the  Building  Committee  should  afford  to  the 
voters  an  opportunity  to  elect  an  alternative 
solution  of  the  problem. 

Therefore,  although  the  Building  Committee  believes 
that  the  best  long  range  solution  to  the  space  needs  of  the 
Harwich  School  System  is  the  construction  of  a  new  Middle 
School,  the  Committee  has  formulated  an  alternative  pro¬ 
posal  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  present 
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Junior-Senior  High  School.  The  projected  cost  of  this  pro¬ 
posal  would  undoubtedly  be  more  palatable  in  view  of  the 
troubled  economic  situation  which  confronts  not  only  Har¬ 
wich,  but  the  Nation  in  general.  Given  the  present  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  building  industry  on  Cape  Cod,  it  would  solve 
the  immediate  and  immediately  foreseeable  space  needs 
problems.  Any  return  to  the  population  growth  pattern 
which  was  experienced  in  the  Town  prior  to  the  development 
of  the  energy  crisis  and  the  subsequent  recession  would, 
however,  necessitate  additional  construction  in  the  future. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  in  December  of  1974, 
the  voters  acted  affirmatively  upon  the  request  of  the  Build¬ 
ing  Committee  for  the  preliminary  planning  funds  necessary 
to  further  develop  the  alternative  proposal  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  an  addition  to  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  The 
Building  Committee  is  now  engaged  in  undertaking  the 
staffing  procedures  which  are  required  by  the  various  State 
agencies  having  jurisdiction  of  school  construction.  When 
these  procedures  have  been  completed,  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  Building  Committee  to  request  funds  for  the  completion 
of  either  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  addition,  or  the  new 
Middle  School.  Whichever  alternative  may  be  chosen  by  the 
voters,  the  Building  Committee  cannot  too  strongly  declare 
that  the  construction  of  additional  school  facilities  has  now 
become  an  absolute  imperative.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  has  been  a  busy  and  eventful  year  in  the  annals 
of  the  Harwich  Schools.  The  work  of  this  office  has  in¬ 
creased  twofold  in  the  three  years  I  have  served  as  Superin¬ 
tendent.  Most  of  the  increase  is  due  to  new  state  and  federal 
requirements  that  are  mandated  with  little  thought  of  their 
local  impact. 

Our  efforts  continue  in  the  direction  of  maintaining  the 
best  possible  program  for  every  individual  student  in  the 
school  system. 

The  following  highlights  are  indicative  of  the  progress 
in  the  various  schools  throughout  the  past  year. 

ELEMENTARY  GRADES  K  -  4 
(Special  Emphasis  Kindergarten) 

This  year,  as  in  last  year,  the  Kindergarten  teaching 
team  has  aimed  at  individualized  instruction.  In  this  re¬ 
gard,  the  teaching  team  employs  many  screening  procedures 
in  order  to  establish  the  very  best  program  for  each  child, 
tailored  to  his  learning  style.  In  the  fall  children  were 
screened  in  gross  motor,  visual  motor,  basic  language  con¬ 
cepts  and  listening  skills.  The  results  of  these  procedures 
were  reviewed  by  the  teaching  team  and  the  appropriate 
programs  were  prescribed  and  developed. 

The  curriculum  offered  this  year  incorporates  a  visual 
motor  training  program,  an  auditory  training  program  and 
a  language  program  as  well  as  the  reading  readiness,  math 
readiness,  science,  art,  music  and  social  studies  programs. 
The  visual  motor  and  auditory  training  programs  are  avail¬ 
able  for  children  who  display  a  weakness  in  these  areas.  A 
gross  motor  program  is  taught  by  Mrs.  Mary  Belle  Small  and 
is  available  to  children  who  appear  to  need  assistance  in 
this  area.  The  teaching  team  also  offers  a  hobby  program 
for  selected  children  who  are  interested  in  developing  a  hob¬ 
by  or  craft  and  who  work  on  this  at  prescribed  times. 

The  curriculum  is  accomplished  by  each  teaching  team 
member  being  responsible  for  certain  areas.  The  plans, 
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objectives  and  actual  working  areas  are  reviewed  weekly 
by  the  coordinator  and  reflect  a  real  concern,  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers,  for  individual  instruction.  The  teachers 
keep  individual  observations  on  the  children  and  the  team 
constantly  reviews  these  and  discusses  the  children’s  pro¬ 
gress.  As  areas  are  mastered  children  move  on  into  other 
areas,  thereby  building  on  the  previous  learned  skills  and 
concepts.  The  teaching  team  meets  every  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon  to  review  individual  children’s  progress  and  learning 
programs. 

In  cooperation  with  members  of  the  Pupil  Personnel 
Service  Team  many  individual  programs  have  been  designed 
to  aid  children  who  are  having  difficulties  in  speech,  be¬ 
havior  and  general  health.  These  programs  require  special 
approaches  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  team  as  well  as  the 
appropriate  specialists.  This  cooperative  effort  has  been  a 
new  dimension  for  the  Kindergarten  program  this  year  and 
has  resulted  in  many  new  approaches  and  enlightening  dis¬ 
cussions.  The  teaching  team  is  developing  a  behavioral 
modification  program  for  the  entire  class.  This  is  designed 
to  re-enforce  acceptable  behavior.  The  results  are  excellent. 
Many  individual  children  work  through  a  very  individualized 
behavior  program  to  meet  their  specific  needs. 

INTERMEDIATE  LEVEL  GRADES  5  -  8 
Curriculum: 

1.  French  is  being  offered  to  all  eighth  graders. 

2.  Math  is  being  individualized  through  use  of  multiple 
teaching  materials. 

3.  Team  teaching  has  been  implemented  to  all  levels 
5-8,  although  traditional  self-contained  classrooms 
are  still  available. 

4.  Mini-courses  are  being  offered  to  all  students  in 
grades  5  -  8  at  least  twice  a  week  in  place  of  study 
halls.  These  courses  change  anywhere  from  four  to 
eight  weeks  depending  on  student  interest. 

5.  A  basic  middle  school  philosophy  and  approach  is 
being  implemented  in  grades  5-8.  The  most  impor¬ 
tant  aspect  of  this  philosophy  is  the  exploratory 
approach  to  subject  matter  as  well  as  a  more  child 
centered  atmosphere  being  implemented  by  the  teach¬ 
ing  staff. 
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6.  Health  and  Career  education  have  been  added  to  the 
5-8  curriculum  along  with  co-educational  home 
economics  and  industrial  arts. 

7.  A  full  time  Guidance  Counselor  and  Learning  Dis¬ 
abilities  Teacher  have  been  added  to  the  Junior  High 
School  Staff. 

8.  A  special  program  for  vocationally  oriented  students 
has  been  provided  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

9.  A  library  is  being  established  for  the  Intermediate 
School. 

10.  Intermediate  Science  classes  are  now  engaged  in  the 
SKIS  Curriculum. 

11.  Performance  objectives  have  been  written  in  all  areas. 

Student  Involvement 

We  have  a  student  council  in  the  Junior  High  School. 
It  consists  of  any  student  wishing  to  belong. 

Parent  advisory  groups  are  being  formed  to  a)  general 
purposes,  b)  health  programs. 

Special  Emphasis 

The  Language  Arts  department  is  going  to  give  greater 
emphasis  to  written  communication  and  reading. 

The  Science  department  will  supplement  I.S.C.S.  and 
SKIS  with  basic  texts  in  some  areas. 

The  Math  department  will  continue  to  add  more  ma¬ 
terials  in  their  attempt  to  individualize. 

“Man  a  Course  of  Study”  will  be  implemented  in  the 
seventh  grade  social  studies  curriculum. 

All  special  areas  (art,  music,  I. A.,  Home  Ec.,  P.E.,  Career 
Ed.,  Health,  etc.)  will  continue  to  re-evaluate  what  is  pres¬ 
ently  happening. 

Continued  improvements  will  be  made  in  the  appearance 
and  equipment  in  the  Intermediate  School. 

Future  Plans 

We  will  continue  to  move  towards  a  more  flexible,  child 
centered,  exploratory  and  exciting  approach  with  our  Junior 
High  and  Intermediate  students. 
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It  is  hoped  that  additional  materials  and  reassignment 
of  present  staff  members  will  result  in  a  more  individualized 
teaching  philosophy. 

We  have  severe  problems  with  the  present  over¬ 
crowdedness  in  grades  5-8  and  must  have  some  immediate 
as  well  as  long  range  solutions  to  this  problem. 


HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADES  9  -  12 

Curriculum : 

1.  A  new  course  in  Contemporary  Issues  has  been  added 
to  the  Social  Studies  program.  The  subject  matter 
evolves  around  current  issues.  Wide  use  of  the  news 
media  is  a  vital  part  of  the  course  instruction. 

2.  A  three  week  Humanities  program  will  be  imple¬ 
mented  this  Spring.  The  Social  Studies,  English, 
Languages,  Art  and  Music  department  heads  are  in 
the  process  of  structuring  the  program. 


The  program  will  focus  upon  the  culture  of  late 
medieval  Europe. 

3.  A  new  course  in  Business  Law  has  been  added  to  the 
business  education  program.  Sixteen  students  are 
presently  enrolled  in  the  course. 

Thus  far,  the  class  has  covered  two  units.  The  first. 
You  and  the  Law,  concerned  Law  and  Society,  Law 
and  the  Citizen,  Law  and  the  Minor  and  Law  and  the 
Consumer.  The  second  unit  covered  Law  Enforce¬ 
ment  and  Court  Systems.  Guest  speakers  and  field 
trips  have  been  used  to  enhance  the  meaningfulness 
of  the  course. 

4.  An  elective  program  in  physical  education  has  been 
implemented  successfully.  Grade  9-12  students  have 
a  choice  of  the  following  courses:

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Every  student  selects  a  new  activity  at  the  end  of 
each  quarter.  Special  emphasis  is  being  placed  on 
coed  activities. 

Student  Involvement 

Again  this  year  we  are  functioning  with  a  Student  Sen¬ 
ate  group  that  has  replaced  the  traditional  Student  Council. 
The  governing  group  is  made  up  of  class  vice-presidents  and 
elected  home  room  representatives.  Class  advisors  are  also 
advisors  to  the  Senate  with  Mr.  Dunford  as  the  head  advisor. 

This  year  the  Senate  in  concentrating  on  more  of  the 
traditional  kinds  of  activities  such  as  dances  and  assemblies. 

Special  Emphasis 

The  English  department  is  continuing  to  emphasize  read¬ 
ing  and  writing  at  all  levels.  It  is  our  feeling  that  more  work 
needs  to  be  done  in  those  two  vital  areas. 

All  departments  are  constantly  re-evaluating  their  pro¬ 
grams  and  making  adjustments  whenever  and  wherever 
warranted.  The  need  to  concentrate  on  basic  disciplines 
takes  priority  over  all  other  concerns. 

Future  Plans 

We  are  now  in  the  process  of  preparing  for  our  1977 
N  E  A  S  C  evaluation.  All  faculty  members  are  presently  in¬ 
volved  in  the  writing  of  behavioral  objectives  for  each  course 
offered  at  the  high  school. 

It  is  our  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  add  courses  to 
our  already  comprehensive  program.  Consideration  will  be 
given  to  the  following  offerings: 

General  Psychology 
The  Bible  —  Literature 

Consumer  Problems  (for  non-business  students) 
Philosophy 

Comparative  Religions 
Alternate  Life  Styles 
Sociology 

Independent  Study 

The  ability  to  expand  our  program  will  be  very  much 
dependent  upon  the  adding  of  staff  and  space. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

This  has  been  the  year  of  “766”  for  pupil  services  in  all 
Massachusetts  schools  —  the  year  when  the  State  established 
requirements  and  procedures  which  assure  that  all  educa¬ 
tionally  handicapped  children  will  be  identified  and  served. 
Fortunately,  the  Harwich  Schools  have  been  responsive  to 
the  special  needs  of  children  and  have  anticipated  the  legis¬ 
lation  so  that  no  vast  expansion  of  service  is  required. 

During  the  1973-74  school  year  173  students  in  grades  1 
through  6  were  provided  intensive  and  prolonged  special 
instruction  and/or  counseling  —  other  children  received  less 
involved  services.  This  proportion  of  handicapped  children 
is  consistent  with  the  15  -  20  percent  expected  incidence 
projected  by  the  State.  Academic  achievement  tests  admin¬ 
istered  in  May  indicate  that  students  in  the  Harwich  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  rank  in  the  upper  fifth  of  northeastern 
schools  in  reading,  the  basic  skill  for  learning.  Analysis  of 
these  scores  shows  that  special  instruction  during  the  last 
three  years  has  been  sufficient  to  prevent  or  remediate  al¬ 
most  all  significant  reading  deficiencies.  The  rate  of  progress 
shown  by  learning  disabled  students  receiving  special  in¬ 
struction  was  more  than  twice  the  average  rate,  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  disturbed  children  were  enabled  to  adjust 
successfully  to  school  after  six  to  ten  months  of  counseling 
and  classroom  support. 

However,  testing  shows  a  larger  percentage  of  poor  read¬ 
ers  and  maladjusted  children  in  the  upper  grades  for  whom 
inadequate  help  was  provided  in  the  early  grades.  Last  year 
new  programs  were  begun  in  the  Intermediate  School  to 
assist  learning  disabled  and  disturbed  children,  and  in  Sep¬ 
tember  similar  services  were  extended  into  the  Junior-Senior 
High  School.  The  upward  extension  of  services  into  the 
middle  grades  has  provided  special  instruction  or  counseling 
to  48  children  previously  unaided,  and  has  also  included 
programs  of  health  education,  career  education  and  group 
guidance  for  all  students.  This  expansion  of  services  was 
accomplished  mostly  by  reassignment  of  existent  personnel 
and  resources  without  large  new  expenditures.  State  and 
Federal  funds  are  presently  sought  to  provide  increased  per¬ 
sonal  counseling  to  youths  within  the  community,  and  to 
expand  occupational  training  and  remedial  instruction  in 
the  secondary  school,  particularly  for  handicapped  students. 
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Children  with  severe  special  needs  of  low  incidence  re¬ 
quire  services  which  are  not  provided  within  the  local  schools. 
The  proposed  Cape  Cod  Special  Education  Collaborative  and 
other  existent  regional  programs  for  these  children  are  sup¬ 
ported.  Training  programs  for  selected  regular  class  teachers 
in  the  recognition,  management  and  instruction  of  children 
with  special  needs  have  also  been  conducted  by  the  school 
using  Federal  funds. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  my  administrative 
team  and  office  staff,  the  entire  teaching  team,  Jr.  Woman’s 
Club,  Right  to  Read  Volunteers,  Town  Hall  Employees,  and 
all  of  the  other  dedicated  people  who  helped  to  make  this 
past  year  of  operation  so  successful.
